The case terminated suddenly 


Saturday afternoon because, when 


the plaintiff rested, the 
defendant 


made a public retraction in which he 


declared that lie had been unable to 


prove the assertions of the editorial 
complained of, and admitted that he 
had been 
wrong, 
but 
that 
the 
charges against Roosevelt had been 
printed in g o o d faith. 
In his statement Editor Newett de­ 
clared 
that 
the 
various 
stories 
which had come to him from various 
sources, through exchanges and peo­ 
ple confirmed him “ in the 
opinion 
¿ hat Mr. Roosevelt ought not to be 
elected President and I concluded 
that it w as my duty in opposition! 
to his 
candidacy 
to 
publish 
the j 
statements, which I then believed to 
be true. 
“ I thereupon wrote and published 
the article which is here complained 
of. 
This publication was 
intended 
only as a blow to 
Mr. Roosevelt’s 
candidacy for the position he then 
sought. 
In this publication I acted 
in entire good faith, believing that 
the facts stated were true and be­ 
lieving that, as a publisher, 1 owbd 
the duty to my readers to make that 
statem ent.” 
“ Both my attorney s and m y self,” 
continued the editor went forward 
with the investigation of all this with 
great thoroughness and in numerous 
places in various parts of the coun­ 
try we found reputable w itnesses who 
were willing to swear that from ob­ 
servation during certain of the ad­ 
dresses and public appearances of 
Mr. Roosevelt they believed that be 
was intoxicated when they saw him. 
“ We have been unable, however, 
to locate or produce witnesses who 
will swear that they have actually 
seen Mr. Roosevelt drink to excess. 
Upon this phase of the case, when 
the statements attributed to such per 
sons had been sifted, it was found 
in each instance that the witness 
did 
not 
himself 
know* 
that 
Mr. 
Roosevelt had drunk to 
excess or 
that if he had made such claim he 
was not willing to testify . 
“ It is fair to the plaintiff to state 
that I have been liable to find in any 
section of the country any individual 
witness who is willing to state that 
he has personally seen Mr. Roosveit 
drink to excess. 
“ I have taken the testimony in the 
form of depositions of 
more 
than 
forty rputable witnesses who have 
expressed the opinion that on those 
occasions as to which they testify 
he was intoxicated. 
“ I believe all these witnesses were 
honest in making their statements. I 
have relied upon those witnesses, but 
have recognized the lesser opportun­ 
ities they have had to observe the 
plaintiff and his habits. 
“ I have been profoudly impressed 
during the progress of this trial by 
the nature and extent of the 
evi­ 
dence produced by the plaintiff to 


the effect that lie did not in fact usa 
liquor to excess on any occasion. 
“ I am unwilling to 
believe 
that 
these eminent men would purposely 
misstate the facts, qr that under the 
circumstances related by them and 
their 
intimate 
acquaintances with 
the plaintiff for so many y ears they 
could be mistaken as to his habits. 
“ I, therefore, have been forced to 
believe that those who have given 
depositions or made the 
statement 
that in their opinion on the occa­ 
sions to which they refer Mr. Roose- 
.velt was intoxicated, had insufficient 
means and opportunity of correctly 
observing him and were mistaken. 
“ Up to the time of this trial I had 
believed that the statements made in 
the atriele, which I published, were 
entirely warranted. But in the face 
of unqualified testimony of so many 
distinguished men who have been in 
position for y ears 
to 
know 
the 
truth, I am forced to the conclusion 
that I was mistaken.” 


Boss Ke lle y . 


Several day s ago Billy Blodgett, 


staff eorrespondet of The Indianapo­ 


lis News came down here, snoppod 


around a bit and 
went back 
and 


wrote a story that J ohn Kelley , city 


street commissioner, was the Demo­ 


cratic boss here. It seems that Billy 


was about light when he made such 


an assertion. 


A few weeks ago the powers that 


be in the city administration decided 


to take the new law’ that City Attor­ 


ney Howard E. Barrett wrote 
and 
compelled the property 
owners 
m 
Main and Second streets to pay for 
having the streets cleaned. 
Dr. C. 
H. Parsons, with the aid of the two 
Republican 
couneilmen, 
thwarted 
them because they did not believe it 
customary for property 
owners to 
keep the streets in front 
of 
their 
residence clean. 
They argued that 
it was cheaper for the city to clean 
the streets than it would be to keep 
them in repair, were they not paved. 
The men who defeated this move 
jjut through a motion that the city 
street commissioner should be 
in­ 
structed to sweep 
the 
two 
brick 
streets as he had 
done 
in 
19 12. 
Whether or not the street commis­ 
sioner was so instructed, we do not 
knowT, but he could have found by 
reading the newspapers that he was 
so instructed. 
The two streets 
have not 
been 
swept, with the exception jof a few 
blocks in the business district where 
two men work daily , since tVednes- 
day night, May 7 . 
That is almost a 
month. 
We are not certain how of­ 
ten the streets were swept during the 
y ear 19 12, but we feel shre that they 
were cleaned oftener 
than 
once a 
month. 
Some residents 
of 
Main 
street contend that the street was 
swept twice a week last summer. 
This reveals the 
fact 
that Mr. 
Kelley must be the boss not in name 
only , but in reality . 
Certainly the 
city council has the power to in­ 
struct the city street commissioner 
what to do. 
This is a very flagrant 
disregard of orders, apparently , and 
the people living along 
the 
paved 
streets are suffering from it.

Miss May Wesling, living a short 


distance south 
of 
Rushville, 
was 


seriously hurt when the 
buggy in 


which she was riding was hit by the 


I. & C. dispatch, eastbound, due here 


at 10:06 , at the corner of Main and 


Third streets Sunday morning. 
Her 


brother, Paul Wesling, who was the 
other occupant of the buggy escaped 
t uninjured. 
Miss Wesling* was 
removed to a 
phy sicians office nearby and her in­ 
juries dressed. 
She suffered nothing 
more than some bruises, the phy si­ 
cian say s, from which nothing dan­ 
gerous is liable to arise. 
Her left 
hip was hurt so that she was unable 
to walk to the office, and 
afterward 
she had to be assisted to a vehicle to 
bo hauled home. 
Ey ewitnesses of the accident at­ 
tach no blame 
to 
the 
interurban 
crew. 
They say 
that the car was 
being run very cautiously and that 
the mishap could not be avoided af­ 
ter the buggy had been driven 
di­ 
rectly in front of the ear. 
Miss Wesling said afterwards that 
she and her brother held the I 6 : C. 
motorman blameless. 
She explained 
that she and her brother were driving 
a fractious horse, and 
that 
when 
they saw the ear coming they grew 
panicky and drove the horse in front 
of the ear when they did not have 
time to get across. 
People who saw the accident say 
that Miss W esling and her brother 
owe their life to the fact that the 
car was being run very slowly across 
Main street. 
As it was the buggy 
and horse was scooted along in front 
of the ear for several feet. 
There was no way of escape for 
the occupants of the buggy because, 
when the 
car 
struck 
the 
buggy 
squarely in the center, the top was 
bent over the dashboard and it was 
impossible for either one to jump. 
The impact was so sudden, too, that 
there was no opportunity to leap. 
The horse was knocked down and 
dragged several feet and the 
buggy 
was so badly damaged that it could 
not be used to ride in 
home. 
One 
rather remarkable feature of the ac­ 
cident was the 
circumstance that 
the shoes were pulled off both the 
horses back feet.

Whether

The two people in the buggy con­ 
sider their escape very fortunate, as 
do the people who saw the accident. 
Men who ran to their aid expected to 
find them fatally hurt, if not dead.

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FOUND MUCH TO ADD 
ZEST TO HIS TRIP 


Bishop Brent Gomes Over In 


the Steerage. 


New York. Jun e 2.—The Episcopal 
bishop of the Pnilippines, the Right 
Rev. C. H. Brent, arrived Sunday in 
the steerage of the Cunarder Caronia 
from Liverpool, with 1,441 shipmates, 
chiefly Britons and Scandinavians. If 
he had gone in the first cabin he would 
have had only 205 persons to frater­ 
nize with, but he preferred the multi­ 
tude, which he said was the stuff that 
states were made of; the ancestors of 
the Americans to be. 
Throughout the trip the bishop en­ 
joy ed the companionship of the immi­ 
gran ts immensely . 
He ate the meals 
that are served in the steerage and 
found them ex cellent. 
“If the people I met in the steerage 
of the Caronia,” the bishop said, “are 
ty pical of those who have been coming 
here recently , the country has reason 
to feel proud of them. 
I never saw a 
cleaner and more intelligent lot of 
men and women.” 
The bishop after taking ship from 
the Philippines, went over to Europe 
by the Trans-Siberian railway . 
He 
said there was no probability of the 
Japanese making war on the United 
States, and that there was not the 
ghost of a war scare in the Philippines. 
He smiled at the suggestion that the 
Japan ese might take the Philippines. 
At present, he said, the islands were 
under better government than they 
ever had and the m asses of the people 
were content.

W hat It Costs Indiana to Care For Her 


M any W ards. 


Indianapolis, June 2.—It is costing 
the state an average of $1,7 8 3.67 a day 
to provide food for the inmates of the 
seventeen state charitable and correc­ 
tional in stitution s and their officers 
and employ es, according to figures pre­ 
pared by the board of state charities. 
The average number of inmates for 
the first half of the fiscal y ear was 
11,569 .9 3, and of officers and employ es 
boarded in the institutions, 1,462.21, 
making a total of 13,032.14 for whom 
food must be supplied. 
The total ex ­ 
pense of the state for this purpose for 
the six months was $324.629 .26. 
In a 
grand total ex penditure of $1,19 6.29 2.- 
7 6 for all regular operating purposes, 
the cost of food supplies constitutes 
27 per cent. It amounts to between 4 
and 5 cents a meal for each person 
boarded. 
In addition to the purchased food 
the in stitution s consumed during the 
six months farm and garden products 
of their own raising estim ated to be 
worth $53,007 .56, or $4.58 an inmate. 
Last y ear during the first six months 
the farm products amounted to $57 ,- 
639 .50, or $5.10 per capital.

Country Life to Be Held in Indian­ 


apolis T h is W eek W ill Have as Its 


Object a Discussion of Best Methods 


of Co-operating in the Extension of 


the State’s Farm ing Interests. 


Indianapolis, 
Jun e 
2. — Tomorrow 
morning the first state conference on 
agriculture and country life to be held 
in Indiana will begin here. In several 
way s it will be unique in agricultural 
meetings in the United States. 
It is 
ex pected that the conference will bring 
together from 1,500 to 2,000 thought­ 
ful men and women who are working 
for the development of Hoosier soil re­ 
sources as well as to ex pand social, 
religious, commercial and educational 
life in the rural districts. For five ses­ 
sions those atten din g the conference 
will hear addresses on many subjects, 
one touching upon the other, which 
will be discussed by fifteen speakers, 
some of whom have national fame as 
authorities on farm topics. 
There is 
a continuity in the program from the 
first discussion to the last which will 
spread over practically every subject 
of in terest to the people of the farm ­ 
ing regions. 
The conference has for its purpose 
the increasing of crop outputs and to 
give farm ers and ban keis 
light on 
their financial relations; how country 
and city organizations may work to­ 
gether to conserve as w’ell as increase 
the harvest y ields of field and orchard; 
rural club and church activities as 
they touch both old and y oung on the 
farm; the education of country boy s 
and girls of this day that they may In 
the future become better farm work­ 
ers than were their fathers and moth­ 
ers—all of these phases of agriculture, 
as it is known in Indiana, will, through 
the speakers, he brought before the 
conference, and in the open discus­ 
sions by men and women in the audi­ 
ence may carry some of the subjects 
into remote details. 
Above all the topics of the five ses­ 
sions will be sounded a dominating 
note—that of vocational training, or 
the 
teaching of 
farming 
in 
rural 
schools, as is provided by a law passed 
by the last legislature. 
The meaning 
of the law, how it is to be operated, 
what is to be required of teachers and 
the ends to be accomplished, will be 
taken lip by eminent speakers. 
It is 
the intention to illuminate the whole 
subject of making Hoosier boy s better 
tillers of the soil and Hoosier farm 
girls better home-makers, to the end 
of not only increasing soil y ields, but 
after they are produced to conserve
